(112-57, 25-23) west to Kweilin. 


2. The map showed the entire belt of territory running east-west along the 
northern borders of Kwangtung and Kwangsi to be in the hands of area (ti 
fang* +0, 4) armies. 


3. The offensive appeared to have its origin in the Kan River valley north of 
Kanchou.
